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p’nai B'rith Alerts 
Heads On MiaclIver Plan 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—(NJP)—The B'nai B'rith moved to defeat 
the Maclver report this week as a statement was addressed to all 
presidents and secretaries of all lodges, their executive committees 
and the general committee. 

The statement was signed by President Frank Goldman. 

The lodge officials were advised that seminars will be held in 
each region of the lodge throughout the U, S. to discuss “the sig- 
nificance and effect of the MacIver reporé.” 

Although the statement declared that the B’nai B'rith “wel- 
eomed a full discussion of this report and all its implications for 
the Jewish community,” the order’s real reaction was revealed 
by inclosure of a 600-word reprint from Cross Section USA, weekly 
Jewish newsletter, which bitterly lambasts the Maclver study. 

DEFINITELY UNSATISFACTORY 


Also inclosed with the statement was another document, about 
1,000 words in length, which quoted heavily from the actual Mac- 
Iver study. 

The order’s position on the report was indicated perhaps more 
clearly by the sentence in the statement which declared that: “The 
subject matter-of the report is definitely unsatisfactory to us.” 

Goldman’s statement in full follows: 

“Within the next several months you are likely to hear a con- 
siderable amount of discussion in Jewish communal life of the 
so-called Maclver report. Its official name is “Report on Jewish 
Community Relations Agencies,’ and it was prepared by professor 
R. M. Maclver for the special committee on evaluative studies of 
the National Community Relations Advisory Council. 

“The report is now being studied by the appropriate A.D.L. 
committee, and in time we will make available to you a complete 
analysis and the position taken by the A.D.L. national commis- 
sion. In the meantime the report is also being discussed with 
NCRAC where we are represented through the A.D.L. 

“The subject matter of the report is definitely unsatisfactory 
to us. 

REPORT DISCUSSED IN LOCAL COMMUNITIES 

“While the Anti-Defamation League Is conducting its analysis, 
the matter is now being discussed by the boards of the Welfare 
Funds and Federations and by community councils. 

“Meanwhile I deem it of great importance to B'nai B’rith that 
you and other B’nai B'rith leaders be alerted. You will receive 
full information in this subject as soon as it is available. 

“It is quite apparent that there are sharp differences and 
divergence of viewpoint over this report. We are asking you to 
read carefully what is being sent herewith since it represents two 
points of view that will probably be reflected in your local com. 
munity. We welcome a full discussion of this report and all its 
implications for the Jewish community of America. We urge you 
to participate locally in every discussion. Moreover, in each region 
of the country a seminar under the auspices of B’nai B'rith and 
the A.D.L. will be held on the significance and effect of the Mac- 
Iver report. 

“We know you will not hesitate to turn to either B’nai B’rith 
headquarters in Washington, D. C., or A.D.L. headquarters in New 
York, 212 Fifth Ave., for further information.”

and I shall bring a curse upon me, and not a blessing,” she 
answered “Upon me be thy curse, my son: only obey my voice.”

The Esrog 
dealer who wished to com- 
memorate his trade name in 
a family name did not know 
the correct German term for 
the Esrog and so he used the 
best approximation he knew.

The Church is an old institution; it has many vested interests, 


and it has much responsibility for 


its own welfare and that of its 


members. I don’t ask that the Jews become converted to Catho-

HE JEWISH communities of Toronto and 

Baltimore are currently reported to be 
shocked by a sensational divorce case in the 
first city involving a leading Jewish family, 
and the discovery of Jewish teen-agers taking 
dope in the second city. 

The Jewish group up until the past two 
years was continuously patting itself on the 
back for the low percentage of Jews involved 
in crime. 

But was it too much to expect of the Jews 
as they became more and more assimilated 
not to absorb the general influences and fac- 
tors in the environment that made criminals 
of others? 

Perhaps. 

But a close look at the situation might re- 
veal a connection between the breakdown of 
Jewish religious discipline and the Jewish in- 
volvement in cases of crime and moral turpi- 
tude. 

Any observer of the American Jewish com- 
munity will have to admit that the situation 
will get much worse before it gets better. 

All through the middle ages and before, the 
Jew had a most powerful deterrent to assimila- 


tion. The surrounding culture and Civilizatiog 
was on a much inferior scale. Here too the 
culture, from a general standpoint, is much 
inferior to that required by the high demands 
made upon the individual by the mores ang 
the morals of the Jews, but unfortunately the 
Jew today doesn’t believe so. Mostly because 
he is ignorant of the beauties of Jewish living. 
He still hankers to be like the rest of the popy. 
lation. 

It might do well for our rabbis and lay 
leaders however, to not continue to avoid the 
the matter. They should make it plain to the 
Jewish community just what is involved, If 
they want more sensational divorce cases jn. 
volving adultery to blazon across the columns 
of the daily papers, and if they want more 
Jewish basketball players to fall victim to lures 
of easy money, and more Jewish youngsters 
taking dope, then they need only to continue 
on their present course. A group which con. 
scicusly discards the stabilizing influence and 
the elevating factors of a 4,000-year-old rej. 
gious civilization, must pay the price of cast. 
ing away its moorings.

Profound Effects of Bill on Orthodoxy 


ype passage by the Knesset of the wom- 
en’s rights bills shows that changes in 
Jewish law may be effected by the Israel par- 
liament. 


In the voting in the special session of the 
Knesset called for the purpose, the Orthodox 
groups were split, but Rabbi J. L. Maimon, the 
Minister of Religious Affairs and the Hapoel 
Hamizrachi, the religious laboring party, voted 
for the new law. H.H. is the sts.ngest of the 
four groups in the religious bloc in Israel. 

Questions of marriage and divorce, under 
the new bill remain under the jurisdiction of 
the religious courts in Israel, but specific and 
important changes of Jewish law are made by 
the law and must be administered by the reli- 
gious courts. 


The bill requires agreement of both man 
and wife to a divorce, and a man must now 
prove a serious offense before he can divorce, 
his wife without her consent. 

Married women are now entitled to hold 
property in their own right. In matters of in- 
heritance, the legislation overruled religious 


statutes which discriminated against wome 

During the debate on the bill, the religious 
bloc attacked the measure as an infringement 
on religious doctrine. 

Those acquainted with religious law, recog. 
nize that its harsh aspects, especially as it 
affected women, were always mitigated by the 
rabbi, wherever possible. Still the women’s 
position in the Jewish group from a legal 
standpoint was inferior to that of the male 
and was offensive to modern Jewish woman. 
hood. 

Just what effect the new bill will have on 
rapinical courts and the complete emancipa- 
tion of women under religious law is a matter 
of conjecture. But that there will be profound 
repercussions is obvious. 

When Rabbi Maimon was here early this 
year and was waited on by Reform and Con. 
servative rabbis in many parts of the U. S., he 
gave his petitioners little satisfaction. But it is 
evident, in his support *of the women’s rights 
bill, that he was not uninfluenced by what he 
saw in the U. S. Jewish community and what 
he heard and what he was told. 


Jewish Country Clubs 


oa JEWISH community of Knoxville is 
not unlike that of many another Jewish 
community all over the U. S. 

The two surveys of the Knoxville Jewish 
community made by The NJPost over the past 
two years indicate clearly the same low level 
of Jewish culture as marks almost every other 
Jewish community in the U. S. 

Recently, a group of leading Knoxville 
Jews purchased a large estate which will be 
converted into a Jewish country club. 

The amount of money required for this pur- 
pose will no doubt mount into the tens of 
thousands of dollars. 

But since Knoxville made a representative 
showing this year in providing financially for 
its Jewish obligations both locally and na- 
tionally, the community has the same right to 
a Jewish country club as has Indianapolis or 
Louisville or St. Louis. > 

In fact, a Jewish country club can be a 
definite asset to the Jewish group, especially 
from the morale standpoint. 

But Jewish country clubs, as they now have 
clearly shown, merely serve to alienate the 
bulk of their members further from active 


participation in essential work. They provide 
an almost entirely un-Jewish atmosphere, 
which unfortunately is exactly what too many 
of the members want. 


The country clubs expanded at the time 
when the central motivation in the Jewish 
community was diametrically opposed in many 
respécts to the aims of organized Jewish com- 
munity life today. 


In Indianapolis, through the efforts of the 
rabbis, no activities are scheduled at the Broad- 
moor Country Club on Friday nights. This is 
a step in the right direction, although a small 
one. 

In some communities too, country clubs 
take part in the annual local fund-raising drive 
as country clubs, which indicates that the 
clubs are beginning to recognize that they have 
a responsibility to the community as Jewish 
organizations. 

Since the Jewish country club is here te 
stay, perhaps some means can be found to 
limit its destructive effect on necessary Jewish 
work and institutions. 

The situation deserves serious thought. 


A Fatal Error In a Fine Plan 


HE several items in The Post of recent 
weeks indicating that in small local com- 
munities where manpower is at a premium, 
the local chapters of national organizations 
have been combined is worth serious attention. 
For what is happening in Dothan, Ala., and 
Danbury, Conn., may be an indication of a 
trend which will spread to larger Jewish cen- 
ters as the Jewish group matures. 


In effect, the combination is nothing more 
or less than additional evidence of the pos- 
sible avenues for developing the organic com- 
munity, which Rabbi Mordecai M. Kaplan, that 
most astute of thinkers, has been advocating. 

For five years in Danbury, the three hun- 
dred families instead of being divided verti- 
cally and horizontally into Zionists, and B'nai 
Brith, and Jewish War Veterans, etc., etc., 
functions as an organic entity. In the areas 


of work staked out by the various national 
agencies, the community has assigned a fumc- 





tioning committee which not only keeps liaison 
with the national agencies but attempts to im 
plement their aims on the local level. 

Besides a great saving in human material, 
the Danbury Plan has much in its favor along 
the lines of eliminating bitter friction on the 
local level and in the saving also of many 
valuable dollars which are now wasted in need 
less duplication. 

Most important of all however, is that the 
Danbury Plan allows the community to eval 
ate properly the total picture and apply its em 
ergies and abilities in any direction depend 
ing on its decisions as a whole instead of the 
dominance of one group or one individual. 

However the plan has one serious disability, 
and this alone will probably retard its adop 
tion in most communities. It permits of many 
chairmen of committees, but only one pres 
dent, and that is an error in the understanding, 
of human nature which the national agen¢ 
will not allow to go unnoted.. : 
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@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Now that the MaclIver report 
on the civic and defense agencies 
nas been released, for which the 
Jewish community paid the mod- 
est sum of $25,000, the question 
remains, what will be done 
about that report? Are we go- 
jng to permit it to die in the 
files of the defense agencies 
with which the report deals, or 
will an effort be made to correct 
the system of competition and 
duplication existing among these 
defense agencies, as pointed out 
jn the report. 

As a matter of fact the Mac- 
Iver report tells us nothing new. 
Responsible Jewish leadership 
has been aware of it for a long 
time, but has thus far been pow- 
erless to do anything about it. 


The object of the Maclver re- 
port therefore, I take it, was to 
investigate the conditions pre- 
vailing among the defense agen- 
cies. It is timely to let the com- 
munity know about it in order to 
arouse sentiment against the 
conditions exposed by the report 
and make every effort to correct 
it. Under the circumstances it 
would be wise and economical! to 
spend another $25,000 or $50,000, 
if necessary, and see to it that

FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 
Would Force Defense Bodies to Abide by Maclver Recommendations 


every Jewish organization in the 
United States, large or small, 
receives at least a summary of 
the findings of the Maclver re- 
port for their information, guid- 
ance and action. 


It is to be regretted that the 
unwarranted attacks leveled 
against the author of this report 
have already begun. Naturally, 
this disseminates from _ those 
agencies which have a motive to 
perpetuate their own autonomy, 
and want no change in the stat- 
us quo. 


If we look at the past records 
of the defense agencies’ attitude 
pointing towards coordinating 
their activities we will find that 
these same agencies did every- 
thing possible in the past to stop 
any form of unification, and to 
stifle any attempt to democratize 
our defense activities. 

For example, the General Jew- 
ish Couneil, organized about 
15 years ago, comprising the 
major defense agencies, was cre- 
ated for one purpose, namely, to 
appease the Jewish community 
which in those days clamored 
for some basis of Jewish defense 
solidarity. The record will dis- 
close that the General Jewish 


figures were not confiden‘ial. In 
fact, every Israel newspaperman 
who was there cabled the break- 
down to Tel Aviv. Apparently, 
and unfortunately, you gained a 
different impression. 


In my opinion, however, the 


more serious part of your edi- 
torial has to do with its inference 
that the Administration program 
writes the conclusion to the en- 
tire affair.

Council was so constituted that 
each member of the Council re- 
tained its own autonomy, which 
precluded joint action.

This organization 
met with the same fate. Some of 
the leaders who joined in issuing 
the call for the Assembly actual- 
ly never intended it to be such 
an agency. They insisted upon 
a gentlemen’s agreement that 
each major organization shall 


retain its organizational auton- 
omy. 
This was reiterated at every 


succeeding session of the Ameri- 
ean Jewish Conference when the 
delegates clamored for some ba- 
sis of permanency and democra- 
cy within the Conference. The 
same leadership threatened that 
unless the Conference athered 
to the so-called gentlemen’s 
agreement arrived at by the 
leaders at Pittsburgh, to wreck

We are continuing to press for 
the Douglas-Taft and McCor- 
mack-Martin bills- We hope to 
have a hearing before the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee in the next few weeks. 

We have geason to believe 
that many members of Con- 
gress are convinced that recent 
events in the Near East make 
that area highly critical in the 
overall planning for the defense 
of the free world. There is sen- 
timent to the effect that in an 
$8,500,000,000 program, $125,- 
000,000 for the Near East is a 
very small sum indeed. 

Whether we might have gain- 
ed larger Congressional support 
by a different kind of public re- 
lations program, I do not know; 
nor would I speculate. Whether 
we should have called mass 
meetings for this purpose, I do 
not know. I do know that Is- 
rael’s friends in every commun- 
ity have been appealing directly 
to their Congressmen and to the 
editors of their newspapers urg- 
ing favorable consideration of 
Israel’s request.

E IS a teacher in one of the better Jewish schools in the 

metropolitan New York area. The school has a Splendiq 
reputation, and its graduates today fill many posts of importangg 
in American Jewish life. This teacher has his difficulties with the 
fifteen or so youngsters who compose his class, however, and 
neither in their actions nor their attitudes do they give evidencg 
of the brilliant promise which is theirs, 

They made daily life perfectly miserable 
for their teacher. His class is frequently peq, 
lam, amd discipline is honored only in the 
breach. The children run around the room in 
open defiance of authority, hurl books at one 
another, taunt the teacher, and generally behave 
like little ruffians. And because the man behing 
the desk at the front of the room can not con, 

: trol them they have nothing but contempt for 
ALPERT him. He has not been in America too many 
years, and his halting use of English serves further to handicap 
him. Anyone who does not know English is an ignoramus in the 
eyes of the boys, and to them the teacher is an incompetent 
misfit, a fair object for their taunts and tricks. 

He leaves school each day broken in spirit, and only the im. 
perative necessity of earning a bare and meagre livelihood compels 
him to return, Yet there is even more tragedy to this picture 
than meets the eye, for this teacher, treated with such scorn and 
contempt, is a Jewish scholar of some prominence, and with q 
scholarly reputation based on his studies and writings,

oe knew very little about him at the school when he applied 

for the job beyond the fact that he was a refugee, recently 
arrived in America, and that he seemed to be thoroughly familiar 
with the curriculum. His record showed a good European educa 
tion and—well, he was engaged. In pre-war Europe he had been 
widely known for his original thinking, his historical research 
his penetrating, probing, analytical work. The war wiped out the 
world in which he lived. He and his wife tasted the bitterest dregs 
of a refugee’s life. They lived as hunted, homeless fugitives; they 
languished in a concentration camp, and then, miracle of miracles, 
they survived. 

The two came to America, and our European scholar discov. 
ered that the American Jewish community has no need for think. 
ers, research workers, philosophers, scholars, If he can entertain 
the average American Jewish audience, let him go out and lecture, 
Let him write journalistic articles. The remunerative possibilities 
even of these are not sufficient to keep body and soul together, 

Thus he was reduced to teachng little boys barely out of the 
aleph-beth stage. The few friends who knew were shocked, but 
even they little suspected the real degradation which he went 
through each day. One must live. 

ERE has been a great change In Jewish standards since the 

day when the student and the scholar was esteemed for his 
own sake. There was a time when doctors and lawyers, plumbers 
and carpenters, might go hungry, but the man of learning was 
always sure of community support. Today the community feels 
no such sense of responsibility for its pure scholars. No provision 
is made by Jewish organizations or foundations in this commu 
nity of five million souls for men who devote their lives to specu 
lative thought or historical research. There seems to be no use 
to their studies, no immediate return. 

Even American industry, hard and calculating as it is sup 
posed to be, makes it possible for men of learning to devote their 
lives to what is called “pure science’—science for its own sake, 
research for the sake of knowledge in the abstract, without asking: 
“Of what use are these studies?” American industry is content 
to let time answer that question. 

But American Jewry can not find the means and does not have 
the understanding to promote a program of “pure study”. As a 
result Jewish scholarship and respect for knowledge are disap 
pearing. 

And in at least one school little boys hurl books at each other 
and spit-balls at their teacher, as one of the great minds of our 
generation is compelled to earn a humiliating livelihood. 
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aware of its needs and sincere- 
ly desirous to aid it. 

A final point. It is inaccurate 
to suggest that even under the 
Administration’s program, Is- 
rael would be limited to $2,500,- 
000. For over and above this 
sum and the amount of $125,000,- 
000 allocated for economic aid 
to the entire Near East, the Ad- 
ministration is proposing in its 
overall program to set aside 
$41,500,000 for military assist- 
ance to Israel 
States. On that basis, even un- 
der the Administration’s modest 
program for the Near East, the 
amount for Israel would be sub- 
stantially in excess of the $23,- 
500,000 which you regard as a 
final amount.

‘Good Prospecis’ Seen 
For $150,000,000 Grant 


NEW YORK—(WNS)—There 
are good prospects that Israel will 
get a $150,000,000 grant-in-aid 
from the United States, Louis Lip- 
sky, chairman of the American 
Zionist Council, declared here 
this week. 


Lipsky, who presented an im- 
ressive case for the grant when 
e testified last week before the 
ouse Foreign Affairs Committee 
Washington, made the optimis- 
statement before the national 
nference of the Jewish Na- 
ional Workers Alliance.

Simultaneously Republican 
House Leader Joseph W. Mariin 
urged the Foreign Affairs com- 
mittee to recommend approval of 
the $150,000,000 grant-in-aid to 
Israel.

More Territory, But No Bad Effects 
For Israel Seen in Abdullah’s Death 


NEW YORK—(NJP)—There 


is little likelihood of serious ad. 


verse consequences to Israel as the result of the assassination of 


Abdullah, king of Jordan. 


On the contrary Israel might gain additional territory. 
This was the opinion expressed by Dr, - Benjamin ‘Schwadran, 


noted Middle East expert and di-—-———— 


rector of the Jewish Agency’s 
Department of Research. 

Dr. Schwadran made his state- 
ment exclusively to The Post. 


Speaking with great caution 
and not in the name of the 
agency, Schwadran definitely 


ruled out the possibility of a 
second round of war, but pointed 
out that the turn of events in the 
Middle East in the coming weeks 
and months would be determined 
largely by who sits on the Jor- 
danian throne. 

~ Chances for stability would be 
considerably diminished if Prince 
Tallal, heir-apparent, who is now 
in Switzerland, takes over, he 
said. He explained that Tallal 
is anti-British and that his acces- 
sion to the throne might lead to 
the withdrawal of British back- 
ing-and end with the collapse of 
the Jordanian regime. The sur- 
rounding countries might then 
seek to annex parts of Jordan.
